dollars. 


During the progresa of the fire a row 
of frame buildingai on Clark street and 
running back to the burned 
structure, 
caught a number of times aiid were in 
danger of destruction. 
The occupants 
of these houses were coippelled to niove 
out,^ many of them wearing only their 
night clothing. 
Strenuous efforts were 
made by tbe fire department to save 
these 
buildings, 
fearing 
the 
flames 
would spread to the built up section 
adjoining. 


The rope mill which had a frontage 
on Elmer str.eet of about 100 feet, ran 
back a distance of 700 feet 
parallel

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Indiana and Vocational Education. 


f 
[Vocational education in the city schools in Fort Wayne is mak- 
ing such headway and developing suoh widespread interest that it is 
interesting to note that the federal bureau of education in its forth- 
coming re^dew of thé vocational education movement will place In- 
diana well up in the front ranks as a pioneer in this branch of pub- 
lic education. For a good many years Indiana has enjoyed excep- 
tional standing in educational ranks, and in vocational education as 
in other branches she is pointing the way to many of her sister 
States. 


Advance summaries of the report, which will shortly be given 
out for distribution, reviews the steps taken and the advancement 
made in promoting vocational education in Indiana, Wisconsin, Mas- 
sachusetts, New York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, California, Con- 
necticut, New Mexico, Maine and Washington, these states being the 
centers of vocational educational activities. 
The report says that 
Indiana is one of only six states that now have systems for organiz- 
ing and supervising vocational schools and for assisting local com- 
munities in the maintenance of such schools through grants of state 
aid. 
Tjie other five states are AVisconsin, Massachuetts, New York, 
Xcw Jersey and Pennsylvania. 


Jn eacli of these states administration is effected through the of- 
fice of a si)e('ial deputy or expert assistant attached to the staff of 
tlie state superintendent of public instruction or commissioner of 
education. 
Ju Indiana, the report says, the officials in charge of vo- 
cational education are William F. Book, deputy state superintendent 
for vocational education, and Z. M. Smith, special agent for agii- 
cultnrai educatirm. Tliroe tyix-s of vocational schools have been pro- 
vided for bj' the Jndiana ];r\v—the all-day scbool, designed to meet 
th(.' vocational jkmmIs oL' yoiin^- ¡icopjc over fourteen years of age, ami 
l)rcparing for spci-ific vocations; the part-time school, designed vto 
hell) young wcn^J^ei's l)f'tween the, ages of seventeen and twenty-five 
years to gr-eatcr efticioncy in the skilled occupations in Avhich they 
are engaged, and. third, tlie eveiiing vocational school, (lesigued to 
help workers over seventeen years of age to secure greater efficiency 
in'tlie skilled occn])ations in which they are engaged. 


The fedci-al bureau regards vocational education as "an integral 
part of the greatest natioind a}tem])t to aeliieve real democracy in 
educatioji. 
it is jjre-eniincntlj' an attempt to work through the 
school and through the industries to minister to the educational 
needs of children who have not been served completely or cfKiciently 
by existing schools. It is an attempt to supplement existing educa- 
tional opportiuiities, to the end that all the children or all the peo- 
ple may be adequately prepared for their life work. Of great signi- 
ficance, finally, is the evident tendency to see in vocational education^ 
something more than a mere special problem of the schools—the 
tendency, that is, to regard it, with all of its ramifications, as a great 
social problem." 


ARE PROGRESSIVES 


FLOCKING ANYWHERE? 


In what is said to be an effort to stem the steadily-increasing 
tide of prison population that threatens to surpass the accoimnoda- 
tions for inmates, the board of trustees of the Indiana reformatoiy 
at Jeiïersonville have just authorized the parole of forty-five inmates 
out of a total of seventy-nine examined. Doubtless the board found 
some more substantial warrant for clemency in each case than the 
mere desire to keep the prison population down to a point that could 
be handled, for it is inconceivable that releases should be granted on 
any such pretext as that. 
The veracious correspondents at Jeffer- 
sonville m.ust be hard pressed for sensational stuff. It will be a sorry 
day for society in Indiana if potential criminals get hold of the im- 
pression that the state prisons are so full that they can't hold any 
more.

An examination of the figtn-es to find 
whence came the progressive 
vote 
in 
Massachusetts and whither j t has gone 
doea not bear out the contention of the 
republicans that the recent election was 
evidence of a great movement in tlieir 
direction. 
The lineup in Massachusetts 
in the presidential election of 1908 was, 
in round numbers, democrats 
155,000, 
republicans 2GG,000. 
scattering 14,000, 
making a total of 435,000. 
The 
figures 
had shifted in 1912 to democrats 173,- 
000, 
republicans 
156,000, 
progressives 
142,000, scattered 1G,000, making a total 
of 
487,000. 


There was an increase of 52,000 in 
the 1912 total over that of four years 
before. 
Of that 2,000 went to the 'little 
parties, leaving 60,000 
to 
be 
divided 
among the others. 
Had there been no 
progressives in the field anrl had the 
democrats and republicans each had its 
proportionate sliarc 
of 
the increiisod 
vote, 18,000 would have gone to the 
democratic party and 
32,000 to the re- 
publicans. 
The democrats did record 
an increase of 18,000, while the r-epub- 
lican 
party lost 110,000. 
That 
loss 
added to the 32,000 the G. 0. P.'s pro- 
portion of the increased vote, equaled 
the 142,000 polled by the progressives. 


It is quite 
apparent that an over- 
whelming percentage of the progi-essive 
vote in 1912 would have been republican 
had it not been for the split at the Clii- 
cago 
convention. 
AHien 
that 
vote 
dropped from 142.000 to 6,000 last Tues- 
day it would not have been sur^irising if 
conditions had reverted to something ap- 
proximating 
those 
of 
pre-progressive 
days, when the demorrats had 155,000 
and the republicans 200,000. 
But such 
was not the case. 


The democrats showed up Avith a total 
of 229,000 and the republicans one of 
235,000. 
That was a gain of 
56,000 for 
democracy and 80,000 for the republi- 
cans, a total eqiml to the 136.000 the 
progressives lost. 
Aj)parently, while the 
Massachusetts prngi-essives came from 
the republican and democratic parties in 
r>. ratio of sometliing like ten to one 
they are going back in proportions of 
eight to five. In other.words, they are 
going Avhither they please rather than 
whence they came. 


The eight-to-five showing in ^^assa- 
chusetts is not all the storj'. It is likely 
that the tendency toward independence 
on the part of progressives is not fidly 
measured by those figures. ISIr. Mcrall, 
the republican candidate, is progressive 
in his ideas, and had the enthusiastic 
support of Mr. Bird, the leader of the 
progressives 
in 
^lassachusetts. 
For 
those reasons, tlie republican party 
in 
IVias.eacliu.setts undoiii)tedly attracted a 
larger 
percentage of the progressives 


than might be «xjiected under less fav- 
orable conditions.

FINAL FIGURES GIVEN OUT. 


State-Wide Prohibition Was Bcatsn'in 
Ohio by 55»4I2- 


Columbus, O., 
Nov. 
1 l.~-Stata-wide 
])rohibition was defeated in Ohio No- 
vember 2 by a majority of 55,412, ac- 
cording to official returns from the 88 
counties of the state made public here 
last night, 
in 1914, voters rejected the 
prohibition amendment by a majority 
of 84,152. 
The temperance forces' gains 
were registered 
chiefly 
in 
th-e 
largo 
cities. 


Fifteen 
counties 
gave 
majorities 
against the proposal this year as com- 
pared with 18 in 1014. 
Tiu'ce counties 
which voti^d wet this year voted dry in 
1914, while six counties which were in 
the wet column in 1914 went over to 
the dry column tliis year. 


The total number of votes cast on

MORt GOOD AOVICE 


(By Morris Ackerman, of the Fish 
and 
Game Protective Association). 


It is a fact that many hunters who can 
SO out and g-et rabbits know little about 
how to keep them from spoiling. For the 
benefit of those who do not know, here 
are suggestions: 


When 
you 
ease 
up in your 
hunting 
about noon, draw each rabbit you have 
bagged. 
Outa slit down the under side, 
take out all matter, drain off the blood 
and if water is handy, dash a cupful or 
so inside each bunny. 


If the weather is warm it is good to 
stuff the rabbit with 
green 
grass 
or 
leaves. 
The grass or leaves will absorb 
s:ome of the heat and 
moisture of the 
body. 


When the day's hunting is over draw 
each bunny, cut a slit on the rear legs, 
above the 
first 
joint, between leg bone 
and tendon. 
Run a string through these 
slits and hang the rabbits in a cool place. 


If 
running water 
is near, 
place 
the 
bunnies near it and cover them with a 
box. 
If nmning water is not near, place 
the bunnies on the 
bare 
ground 
and 
cover the bodies from insect life. 


If you are on a trip of several days 
and the weather is warm the only way 
to keep the rabbits is to draw them and 
clean 
them 
completely. 
Skin 
and 
cut 
them up and parboil about five minutes in 
boiling 
water. 


It is better to leave the bunnie.<! in the 
field 
for other days than to bag 
more 
than you can properly care for.

and though the will to learn is not al- 
ways the ability 
to 
become a great 
scholar, desire 
counts for more than 
money in the search for knowledge. 


To be poor is not necessarily to bo 
brilliant, and to be rich is not neces- 
sarily to be mentally deficient, but tak- 
ing youthful human nature as a whole, 
j the poor scholar will do better than the 
rich scholar, because to the one learning 
mean.s ever so much more than to the 
other. 


But apart from the fact that the boy 
without means has an incentive to study, 
there is the simple truth that he can- 
not participate to any great extent in 
the distracting social activities wliich are 


all too prominent in so many imiver- 
sities. 


The poor scholar cannot dissipate his 
energies in those festivities, which prove 
so fatal to the youth Avhose parents 
make him an absurdly liberal allow- 
ance. 


There is no moral in this reasoning 
for poor parents. 
Their son already has 
all the blessings of necessity in the 
matter of an education. But there is a 
moral for the heads of rich families and 
that is that when a boy is sent to the 
university he should be put on the demo- 
cratic basis of having no more money 
to spend than is good for him. Many 
rich students have, hence the truth of 
Dr. Jordan's statement that, "It takes 
courage and nerve for a rich man's son 
to amount to anything at the imiversity, 
because a man of money just can't be 
a good student, usually." 
That some 
have that courage and nerve is only too 
well attested, but they are in the very 
small minority.—San 
Francisco Chron- 
icle.

Governor Capper, of Kansas, makes it clear when he recommends to the 
state civil service department that no man who uses intoxicants of any kind 
should be employed by the state, and those who are now in the service be 
removed. Large employing corporations are making it cause for the dismissal 
of anyone addicted to the use of intoxicants.

Men who are responsible for the passenger traffic on all railroads, who 
run on close schedules, must have a brain clear. 
Operators at the key, the 
engineer at the throttle, the mechanic at the bench, the train dispatcher, the 
general manager, all are respomsible for human lives. 


Science has clearly demonstrated that alcohol unnerves a man and makes 
him irresponsible, and that accounts for the many railroad 
wrecks. The 
sober man is more e£Kcient and speedy, and that is why some employers, at 
least, are demanding sober workmen. The three couple4 together—safety, 
speed and efficiency—are bring^g employer« of men in dangerous occupations 
around into the dry column. Not so much because they are over-anxious 
about the personal welfare of the man as it la on account of the safety, 
speed and efficiency. It is dollars in their pockets, and the dollar is what 
many employers are after.

studj' in law and medicine long cen- 
turies before the f a r m e r was consid- 
ered worthy of instruction. 


In these professions there is now a 
great body of trained m e n and spec- 
ialists, f r o m whose r a n k s special posi- 
tions may be filled, while in agricul- 
tuue the men of scientific a t t a i n m e n t s 
a r e 
comparatively 
so 
few. and

for them in college,

or the other crops, the roots of which 
they will attack during the following 
summer. 


Fall plowing next s u m m e r and fall 
(1916) will be especially effective in 
destroying grubs of the 1914 or de- 
structive flight and should be univer- 
sally 
practiced 
in 
the 
grub-infested 
districts. 


Try to get chicken.s to follow plow, 
harrow, and cultivator to reduce grubs 
and other obnoxious insects. 
Fifteen- 
acre 
fields 
have 
been 
cleared 
of 
a 
heavy infestation of grubs by permit- 
ting the poultry the run of the 
field 
during cultivation. 
Hogs also are use- 
ful agents In ridding a field of grubs. 


Crop rotation should 
be 
practiced. 


Ground which is in corn or has a 
heavy stand of pure clover during the 
year the beetles are flying, which will 
be 1917 in the infested area referred 
to, will ordinarily contain few grubs 
since the beetles will not seek 
such 
land for laying their eggs. 
The beetles 
prefer lana in small grains, 
timothy, 
or covered with weeds for egg, laying. 
Land which Is In oats during the 
flight 
of the beetles will contain m a n y grubs, 
but if clover, which is one of the least 
su.«!cept1ble crops, follows, the 
grubs 
will .scarcely injure t h a t crop. 


Aside f r o m this rotation. It Is desir- 
able to so a r r a n g e the crops that the 
least a m o u n t of land will be in timothy 
and small grain the year the beetles 
(1917) are abundant, and the follow- 
ing year (1918) to plant corn on corn 
ground, and use for small grain 
and 
timothy the ground which was in these 
crops the previous year. 


If a n y t h i n g Is to be done to reduce 
the d a m a g e of this destructive species, 
work must be begun f a r in advance of 
1918, when 
this species can 
be 
ex- 
pected to do unusual d a m a g e 
unless 
controlled. 
To cope with the 
white 
g r u b it iii important t h a t the time of 
occurrence of the g r u b and abundance 
be known in advance, and work done 
each year prior to 1918 In the way of 
plowing, and rotations be planned with 
reference to the stage that the g r u b 
has reached in itg three-year life cycle. 


Protecting the Trees 


In attaching fence wires or woven 
wire fencing to trees, nail a strip of 
wood f r o m one to two inches thick to 
the tree.

Blackhead, Which Has All but Annihilated the Turkey-Raising Industry in 
New England, Has Now Spread to Almost Every State in the Union 


It was formerly believed that black- 
head occurred only in the turkey. Con- 
tinued observation soon m a d e It clear, 
however, that fowls also might 
have 
the 
disease, 
and 
it 
is now 
a 
well- 
established fact that not only fowl, but 
practically 
all 
domestic 
poultry 
are 
susceptible: 
and, 
although 
they 
are 
much 
m o r e 
resistant 
t h a n 
turkeys, 
they freuently die of blackhead. 
The 
same 
organism 
has 
been 
found 
In 
guinea fowl, ducks, pheasants, 
quail, 
grouse, 
pigeons, and sparrows. 
But 
the chief 
danger 
f r o m such 
general 
occurrence of the disease in a 
mild 
f o r m lies in the fact that where there 
are domestic poultry the grounds are 
necessarily 
contaminated 
with 
the 
causative organism, and thus rendered 
unsuitable 
for raising • turkeys. 
F o r 
this 
reason 
it 
is 
never 
safe 
to 
allow 
turkeys 
and 
other 
poultry 
to 
use 
the 
same 
yards. 
The 
oc- 
currance 
of 
the 
disease 
in 
wild 
birds such as the quail, grouse, and in

Regarding the last of these, it cannot 
be doubted that the common 
English 
sparrow has played an Important role 
in 
the 
dissemination 
of 
blackhead 
t h r o u g h o u t the country, and is prob- 
ably still an important means of bear- 
ing the disease f r o m one locality 
to 
another. 


V^s a general thing, the poultryman 
will 
do better 
to study 
methods 
of 
prevention than to waste his 
money 
on so-called "remedies" and 
"cures" 
f o r blackhead. 
T r e a t m e n t should be, 
in the main, limited to such birds as 
are of special value, and the poultry- 
m a n should devote his attention to se- 


UiH 


curing conditions which are calculated 
to prevent the disease in his flocks as a 
whole. 


R e g a r d i n g such preventive measures 
the following, though simple, may be 
recommended: 
(1) Protect the yards 
and flocks which m a y have the good 
fortune to be uninfected with 
black- 
head by a careful examination of all 
new 
stock, 
whether 
turkeys, 
fowls, 
geese, or other domestic birds. 
(2) 
Keep the turkeys on grounds 
which 
are 
as 
f r e s h 
as 
can 
be 
obtained. 
Change the range a t least every year 
or 
two, 
and, 
above 
all, 
keep 
them 
Isolated f r o m fowl and other poultry. 
(3) 
Keep every turkey in the 
flock 
under frequent observation 
in 
order 
to separate, and at once Isolate, any 
b-ird which gives evidence of the dis- 
ease. 
To facilitate such 
observations 
it is of the greatest help to logband 
every bird, and to record its weight 
f r o m time to time. 
This 
procedure 
m a y be looked upon by the average 


poultryman 
as difficult and 
i m p r a c - 
ticable. 
.As a 
matter 
of 
fact 
it 
is 
neither, but can be done easily and in 
a short time. 
It may be appropriate 
to state at this time that, if the poul- 
t r y m a n 
and 
f a r m e r 
expect 
to 
meet 
success in raising their birds they will 
have to give them at least a fraction of 
the thought and attention which they 
give 
to 
other 
d e p a r t m e n t s 
of 
their 
f a r m work. The course outlined abova 
m a k e s 
it 
possible 
to 
learn 
w h e t h e r 
any birds a r e losing weight, and if this 
is the case, these birds must be re- 
garded with suspicion and 
separated 
from the rest of the 
flock. 
It is espec- 
ially dangerous to allow a turkey-hen, 
showing this sign of disease, to brood 
her young. 
(4) If it is known 
t h a t 
blackhead 
is present 
in any 
of 
the 
poultry, the yards should be kept as 
free as possible f r o m "English 
spar- 
rows, and the poultry houses and grain 
bins from rats and mice, since it has 
been show^n that these rodents carry 
the parasite. 
(5) 
If it is desired to 
fatten birds for market, begin to in- 
crease the rations gradually. 
Never 
a t t e m p t to fatten birds which, in suc- 
cessive 
weighings, 
show 
a 
loss 
of 
weight. 
Overfeeding does not 
cause 
blackhead, but It does frequently cause 
the sudden death of birds in 
which 
blackhead is present. 
(6) When birds 
have died of blackhead, their 
bodies 
should be promptly burned or burled 
in order to prevent the dissemination 
of the coccidla. either through the rav- 
ages of rats or skunks, or by leaving 
the 
dead 
birds 
to 
decay 
about 
th« 
premises. 


Regarding therapeutic measures, th« 
following may have some advantages 
if given early in acute cases of black- 
head: 
( I ) Isolate the sick bird f r o m 
the flock, and place it in a dry, well- 
ventilated location, free f r o m colds and 
draughts. 
(2) Feed sparingly on soft, 
light, easily assimilable food, with lit- 
tle grain, especially corn.

INCENDIARY IDEA 


Roebling Product Was Used 


Almost Entirely for Do- 


mestic Purposes. 


Trenton, N. .T., Nov. 11.— Fire that 


started early today and burned fiercely 
for more than two hours completely 
destroyed one of the rope shops of the 
John A. Robbings' Sons company, onus-, 
ing a loss estimated at half a million 
dollars. 
, 


During the progress cf the fire a row 


nf frame buildings on Ciark street ami 
running back to the burned structure, 
caught a number of times and were in 
danger of destruction. 
The occupants 


of these houses were compelled to move 
out, many of them wearing only t!:e;r 
night clothing. 
Strenuous efforts were 


made by the fire department to save, 
these 
buildings, fearing 
the 
flames 


would spread to the built up section 
adjoining. 


The rope mill "which had a frontage 


on Eimer street of about 100 feet, ran 
back a distance of 700' feet parallel 
with Clark street. 
The fire originated 


in the Elmer street end of the building 
and because "f its 
inflammable 
con- 


struction the entire place WHS soon in 
flames. The interior of the mill wa- 
open from one end to the other and 
the upper floors were of wood and 
•were saturated with oil from machin- 
ery. 
Wire rope varying from one six- 


teenth of an inch to one inch in dia- 
meter. and said to be used almost ex- 
clusively for domestic purposes was be- 
ing manufactured in this shop. 


Scout Incendiary Theory. 


There were rumors that the fire was 


of incendiary oriirin due to the belief 
that tho company was engaged in

purposes. 


Officials of the concern, however, tin 
not believe tins statement, because the 
plant is working night and day and 
there would Imvc bojn little opportun- 
ity for setting the plafe nn fire. \Vhen 
the blaze was first discoverefl nomo of 
tho employes attempted to extinguish 
it but were not successful.

Vocational education in the city schools in Fort "Wayne is mak- 


ing such headway and developing suoh widespread interest that it is 
interesting to note that the federal bureau of education in its forth- 
poming review of the vocational education movement will place In- 
diana well up in the front ranks as a pioneer in this hranch of pub- 
lic education. For a good many years Indiana has enjoyed excep-, 
tional standing in educational ranks, and in vocational education as 
in o.ther branches she is pointing the way to many of her sister 
irtates. 


Advance summaries of the report, which •will shortly-be given 


out for distribution, reviews the steps taken and the advancement 
made in promoting vocational education in Indiana, Wisconsin, Mas-, 
sachusetts, New York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, California, Con- 
necticut, New Mexico, Maine and Washington; these states being the 
centers of vocational educational activities. 
The report says that 


Indiana is oue of only six states that now have systems for organiz- 
ing and supervising vocational schools and for assisting local com- 
munities in the maintenance of such schools through grants of state 
uid. The other five states aro Wisconsin, Hassachuetts, New York? 
New Jersey and Pennsylvania. 


In each of tlit-so states administration is effected through the of- 


fice of u special deputy or export assistant attached to the start ol 
the st.-ilt! superintendent of public instruction or commissioner of 
education. Jn Indiana, the report says, the officials in charge of vo- 
cation^ education aro William F. Book, deputy stato superintendent 
i'or vocational education, and %. M. Smith, special agent for agri- 
cultural education. Throe types of vocational schools have benn pro- 
vided -for by the Indiana law—the all-day -school, designed to meet 
tho vocational noods ol' young people over fourteen years of age, arid 
preparing for specific vocations; the part-time school, designed to 
help young workers between the ages of seventeen and twenty-live 
years to greater efficiency in the skilled occupations in which they 
are engaged, and, third, the evening vocational school, designed to 
help workers over seventeen years of age to secure greater efficiency 
In the skilled occupations in which they aro engaged. 


The federal bureau regards vocational education as "an integral 


part of the greatest national attempt to achieve real democracy in 


. education. It is pre-eminently an attempt to work through the 


school and through the industries to minister to the educational 
needs of children who have not been served completely or efficiently 
by existing schools. It is an attempt to supplement existing educa- 
tional opportunities, to the end that all the children or all the peo- 
ple may be adequately prepared for their life work. Of great signi- 
ficance, finally, is tho evident tendency to sec in vocational education 
something more than a mere special problem of- the schools—the 
tendency, that is, to regard it, with all of its ramifications, as a greai 
(social problem."

It is a fact that many hunters who can 


go out and get rabbits know little about 
iiow to keep Ihtm from spelling. For the 
benelit of those who do not know, here 
are suggestions: 


When you ease up In your hunting 


about noon, draw each rabbit you have 
bagged. Cuta slit down the under side, 
take out all matter, drain oft the blood 
and if water is handy, dash a cupful or 
so Inside each bunny. 


If the weather Is warm it is good to 


stuff the rabbit with 
green grass 
or 


leaves. 
The grass or leaves will absorb 


tome of the heat and moisture of the 
body. 


When tho day's hunting is over draw 


>_-ach bunny, rut a slit on the rear legs. 
above th» first joint, between leg bone 
ami tendon. 
Run a string through these 


slits and hang the rabbits in a cool place. 


If running water is near, place the 


bunnies near it and rover them with n 
l-ox. If running water is not near, place 
tl™ bunnies on the 
bare 
ground 
ajid 


cover the bodies from insect life. 


If you are on a trip "f several days 


and the weather Is warm tho only way 
to keep tho rabbits: is t" draw them and 
clean tin™ completely.

them up and parboil about tlve minutes in 
bolllnc water.

The man who is drunk is unable to carry on a business of any kind, and 


is a .nuisance among his associates. The brutal instincts are manifest in his 
brutality or, the reverse, extreme foolishness. 
He is unfit for work, whether 


he be an employee or an employer, and h* is unfit for a soldier for that ap- 
peals to his brutal instincts.j Governments recognize the truth of these state- 
ments, or they would not prohibit the canteen in the army post, nor would 
the general advise its removal from t roops in tife field. 


Governor Capper, of Kansas, makes it clear when he recommends to the 


state civil service department that no man who uses intoxicants of any kind 
should be employed by the state, and those who are now in the service be 
removed. Large employing corporati ons are making it cause for the dismissal 
of anyone addicted to the use of intoxicants. 


Men who are responsible for the passenger traffic on all railroads, who 


run on close schedules, must have a brain clear. Operators at the key, the 
engineer at tho throttle, the mechanic at the bench, the train dispatcher, the 
general manager, all are responsible for human lives. 


Science has clearly- demonstrated that alcohol unnerves a man and makes 


him irresponsible, and that accounts for the many railroad 
wrecks. The 


sober man is more efficient and speedy, an'd that is why some employers, at 
least, are demanding sober workmen. The three coupled together—safety, 
speed and efficiency—arc bringfcig employers of men in dangerous occupations 
around into the dry column. Not so much because they are over-anxious 
about the personal welfare of the man as it is on account of the safety, 
speed and efficiency. It is dollars in their pockets, and the dollar is what 
many employers arc after. 
Selfish ness, therefore, has a deal to do with it.

life finds expression in the country 
school will also be found doing some

Try' to get. chickens to follow plow,

and small grain the year the beetles 
(19171 are sbumlant, nnd the follow- 
ing year (191 Si to plant corn on corn 
ground, and use for small grain and 
timothy the ground which was in these 
crops the, previous year. 


If anything is to be. done to reduce 


the damage of this destructive species, 
work must be begun far in advance of 
19IS. when this species can be ex- 
pected to do unusual damage unless 
controlled. 
To copn with the white 


grub It in Important that the time of 
occurrence of the. grub and abundance 
be known in advance, and work done 
each year prior to 1918 in the way of 
plowing, and rotations be planned with 
reference to the stage that the grub 
has reached in its three-year life cycle. 


Protecting the Trees 


In attaching fence wires or woven 


wire fencing to trees, nail a strip of 
wood from one to two inches thick to 
the tree. Then fasten your wire with 
staples to the strip of wood and not 
to the bark oC the tree Itself.

As a general thing, the poultryman 


will do better to study methods of 
prevention than to waste his money 
on so-called "remedies" and "cures" 
for blacklicad. Treatment should be, 
In the main, limited to such birds as 
are of special value, and the poultry- 
man should devote his attention to se-

geese, or other domestic birds. 
(2) 


Keep the, turkeys on grounds which 
are as fresh 
as can 
be 
- obtained. 


Change the range at least every year 
or two, and, above all, keep them 
isolated from fowl and other poultry. 
(3) Keep every turkey In the flock 
under frequent observation in order 
to separate, and at once isolate, any 
bird which gives evidence of the dis- 
ease. 
To facilitate such observations 


it is 6f the greatest help to legband 
every bir,d, and to record its weight 
from time to time. 
This procedure 


may be looked upon by the average ] 


poultryman as difficult and Imprac- 
icable. 
As a matter of fact It l» 


neither, but can be done easily and in 


short limn. It may be appropriate 


to state at this time that, if the poul- 
tryman and farmer expect to meet 
success in raising their birds they will 
have to give them at least a fraction of 
the thought and attention which they 
give to other departments of theif 
[arm work. The course outlined abovn 
makes it possible to learn whether 
any birds are losing weight, and if this 
is the case, these birds must lie re- 
garded with suspicion and separated 
from the rest, of the nock. It is espec- 
ially dangerous to allow a turkey-hen, 
showing this sign of disease, to brood 
her young. . ( 4 ) If It is known that 
blackhead Is present In any of thi 
poultry, the yards should be kept an 
free as possible from English spar- 
rows, and the poultry houses and grain 
bins from rats and mice, since it. has 
been shown that, these rodents carry 
the parasite. 
(5) 
If it is desired to 


fatten birds for market, begin to in- 
crease the rations gradually. 
Never 


attempt to fatten birds which, in suc- 
cessive weighings, show a loss of 
weight. 
Overfeeding does not cause 


blackhead, but it does frequently cause 
tho sudden death of birds In which 
blackhead is present. 
(6) When birds 


have died of blackhead, their bodies 
should be promptly burned or buried 
In order to prevent the dissemination 
ot the coccidia, either through the rav- 
ages of rats or skunks, or by leaving 
the dead birds to decay about th» 
premises. 


Regarding therapeutic measures, the 


following may have some advantages 
if given early in acute cases of black- 
head: - (1) Isolate the sick bird from 
tho Hock, and place it in a dry, well- 
ventilated location, free from colds and 
draughts. 
(2) Feed sparingly on soft, 


light, easily assimilable food, with lit- 
tle grain, especially corn.
